Deeply  depressed  we  may  be,  our  thinking  tangled,  nothing  quite  right.  We  may  be  afraid 
of  the  world,  or  of  a part  of  it;  yet  it  is  our  world,  and  we  come  out  stronger  when  we  meet  our 
confusions  and  our  fears  with  joy. 

Free  and  happy  must  be  our  giving  and  our  receiving.  There  is  injustice  in  receiving  with- 
out giving,  and,  too,  there  is  violence  when  it  is  the  giver  who  determines  what  the  receiver 

shall  have;  and  frustration  and  resentment,  loss  of  respect  and  of  love,  are  alike  the  rewards  of 
injustice  and  of  violence. 

What  is  it  that  we  hear  upon  the  stillness?  The  whispering  zephyrs  of  creation!  As  we  listen, 
the  wafted  words  of  the  Harper  s '‘We  will  to  be,  we  all  will  to  be;  come,  let  us  be,  together.” 
And  as,  together,  we  are  being,  it  is  not  us,  but  something  that  is  greater  than  us,  that  is  Being.

THE  PRISONER 

FRIENDS  CARE  FOR  ONE  ANOTHER 

When  a person  becomes  committed  to  a 
principle  there  are  three  levels  or  positions 
which  profoundly  determine  approaches  and 
outlook.  One  position  of  the  individual  in 
society  is  a verbal  thing.  A second  level 
comes  when  speech  seems  insufficient:  the 
individual  feels  he  must  cast  his  whole  body’s 
weight  behind  belief.  The  commitment  of 
the  body  is  followed  by  more  than  casual 
punishment  by  society,  and  therein  is  the 
third  level.  There  is  a great  gulf  between 
these  three  positions  as  a person  goes  from 
one  to  another. 

On  July  4,  1962  a press  conference  was 
given  for  the  second  sailing  of  Everyman  I. 
This  was  adjudged  contempt  of  court  on 
July  11,  and  sentence  to  jail  began  on  that 
date.  Several  years  have  passed  since  these 
events;  for  nearly  two  years  I was  not  close 
to  Meeting;  nor  did  I wish  to  delve  into  the 
many  pages  of  notes  made  on  the  institution, 
people,  personality  changes,  and  things  read. 
Partly  it  was  a physical  problem  of  decipher- 
ing double-line  writing  in  pencil  and  time- 
event  abbreviations;  partly  it  was  just  plain 
aversion  to  opening  up  old  sore  spots.  It  is 
with  trepidation  that  this  attempt  is  made 


to  pass  on  to  others  some  comprehension  of 
the  upheavals  which  can  arise  from  close 
confinement;  but  I believe  it  may  be  timely 
and  needed. 

There  are  two  very  different  aspects  of 
jailing;  one  has  to  do  with  those  on  the  out- 
side, the  other  with  the  jailed.  These  com- 
ments are  particularly  about  some  of  the 
pressures  exerted  by  the  institution  of  the 
jail  on  the  jailed.  In  1962  the  real  concern 
showed  by  the  sharing  of  the  work  on  our 
farm  made  a big  difference  on  the  outside. 
If  this  generous  effort  could  have  been  trans- 
lated somehow  to  the  inside,  it  could  have 
helped,  though  the  worlds  of  the  ins  and  outs 
tend  to  be  mutually  exclusive.  Comprehen- 
sion at  best  can  be  difficult  when  life  inside 
has  little  real  relationship  to  normal  life. 
There  can  be  no  really  adequate  response  to 
the  need  when  one  is  not  a participant  except 
peripherally.  The  problems  of  communica- 
tion are  formidable  when  dependent  upon  a 
short  weekly  visit;  yet  the  mail  and  the 
visits  matter  a great  deal. 

Many  things  happen  under  confinement 
which  are  totally  unforeseeable.  The  closer 
and  tighter  the  confinement,  the  larger  are 
the  problems,  whether  one  is  “living”  on

homosexual  row  or  on  a “normal”  aisle.  The 
greater  the  family  responsibility,  the  greater 
are  the  pressures.  The  deeper  the  job  in- 
volvement, the  more  hazardous  are  the  dis- 
locations. The  degree  of  confinement,  family 
size,  age,  job  complexity  — these  can  con- 
stitute major  pressure  points  ....  and  life 
in  a 7x7  cell  depends  greatly  upon  mail  and 
visits. 

Friends  have  no  good  way  to  feel  the  im- 
portance of  time  with  the  freedom  of  the 
streets  to  distract  them.  Time  is  not  so  im- 
portant when  one  has  a varied  daily  routine. 
The  first  thirty  days  or  so  are  very  crucial 
on  a more  than  thirty-ninety  day  sentence 
for  a first-timer  in  a cell.  Receiving  no  mail, 
knowing  no  rules,  no  medical  at  any  time, 
little  exercise,  poor  light,  library  rejects  to 
read,  blaring  squawk  box  (P.A.),  indifferent 
food,  perpetual  noise,  pressure  from  the 
keepers,  kept  awake  nights  by  the  D.T.  try- 
ing to  flush  his  wife  down  the  toilet,  injun 
screaming,  what  was  a man  — walking  across 
the  tops  of  the  tables  — climbing  the  walls, 
the  slashed  wrist,  the  “girls,”  the  compulsive 
handwasher  as  cellmate,  neighbor  banging 
his  head  on  the  wall,  the  cold  concrete  — 
all  made  their  impact  in  sixty  days.  One 
gains  some  idea  of  what  suffering  is  and  an 
insight  into  the  meaning  of  the  word  anguish. 
In  1962,  Friends  took  sixty  days  to  arrange 
their  weekly  visitation.  My  release  of  spirit 
came  about  after  fifty  days  with  the  demise 
of  any  expectation  of  Friends  coming.  In  a 
sense,  it  was  then  immaterial  whether  they 
came  or  not. 

Time  in  a day-to-day  sense  would  seem  to 
be  unimportant  under  close  custody.  This 
can  well  be  a fatal  error  in  understanding. 
Friends  for  too  long  have  had  no  first-hand 
knowledge  of  the  jail  and  prison  situation 
and  thus  must  operate  from  some  base  other 
than  one  deeply  centered  in  their  being. 
Time  is  the  most  important  thing,  each  day 
of  it!  It  is  the  constant  one  holds  to  keep  a 
grasp  on  reality.  The  more  stringent  the 
regulations,  the  more  important  each  day 
becomes,  even  though  the  foreseeable  end 
may  be  a long  way  in  the  future.  There 
seems  to  be  a time-caring-love  equation:  a 
Friend  who  cares  acts  right  now  on  a seem- 
ingly unimportant  request:  unfortunately,  a 
maximum  security  cell  setup  brings  out 
the  child  in  people;  inside,  the  need  is  for 
constant  evidence  of  love  in  word  and  in 
action.  Few  get  such  care,  though. 

Friends  say  they  support  the  leadings  of 
conscience.  How  is  this  support  shown? 
Does  your  Meeting  write  and  send  a minute 


expressing  their  support  for  the  Friend  in 
jail?  Do  you,  the  individual,  write  similarly 
as  a part  of  the  larger  Society?  Does  it  mat- 
ter whether  the  prisoner  receives  the  letter 
right  away?  For  whom  does  one  write,  any- 
way — the  prisoner  or  the  writer?  A letter, 
any  letter,  any  time,  is  one  way  every  person 
can  support  the  jailed,  because  though  not 
necessarily  received  at  once,  it  goes  to  pro- 
perty for  eventual  reading,  and  in  the  mean- 
time it  does  effect  the  institution  as  an  in- 
dication of  caring. 

The  special  opportunity  for  spiritual  guid- 
ance by  which  Friends  can  enter  an  institu- 
tion brings  its  own  problems.  A choice  must 
really  be  made  between  the  Friend  in  jail 
and  the  institution,  because  their  interests 
are  incompatible.  Should  not  Friends  decide 
first  what  their  responsibility  is  to  a Friend 
rather  than  determine  what  the  regulations 
are?  The  function  of  guidance  cannot  be 
adequately  carried  out  by  one  person,  no 
matter  how  close  he  or  she  may  be  to  the 
imprisoned.  Especially,  this  vital  effort 
should  not  be  laid  solely  upon  young  should- 
ers. An  ideal  group  for  jail  visitation  is  five 
persons  of  both  sexes,  differing  in  age  and 
from  various  Meetings.  This  spreads  the 
burden  and  broadens  the  support.  Visitors 
must  be  physically  unafraid.  Visitation  is 
a vocation  for  some  and  should  be  for  more, 
as  it  is  a vital  aspect  of  witness. 

It  may  be  that  current  events  will  again 
force  Friends  jailwards.  The  more  Friends 
have  to  do  with  dehumanizing  institutions 
the  more  likely  it  is  that  reverence  for  life 
will  compel  them  to  cooperate  less  and  less, 
and  others  may  in  the  close  confinement  of 
prison  reach  the  third  level.

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THE  QUARTERLY  MEETINGS 

In  the  expectation  that  some  comparison  of  the 
Meetings  would  be  interesting  and  instructive,  there 
follows  descriptions  of  three  of  them,  made  up  from 
their  answers  to  inquiry.  It  is  planned  to  describe 
the  others  in  a later  issue. 

SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA  QUARTERLY 
MEETING 

Claremont,  La  Jolla,  Los  Angeles,  Mar- 
loma.  Orange  Grove,  Pacific  Ackworth, 
Redlands,  Riverside,  San  Fernando, 

Santa  Barbara,  Santa  Monica,  West- 
wood  Preparative,  Whitleaf. 

Now  at  the  end  of  its  fifth  year,  its  formation 
appears  to  have  been  largely  conditioned  by  the 
need  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  for  help  with  work  for 
and  with  the  large  number  of  Monthly  Meetings 
grown  up  in  the  area.  Residence  there  of  a high 
proportion  of  individual  Friends  who  were  intim- 
ately connected  with  the  beginnings  of  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting  doubtless  gave  impetus  to  this 
orientation.  This  has  led  to  development  of  a struc- 
ture which  primarily  serves  as  a procedural  link 
between  a large  number  of  Friends  and  a large 
number  of  Meetings,  in  all  their  infinite  variety. 

The  pattern  has  been  two  business  sessions  a 
year  and  a two -day  midwinter  fellowship  family 
camp.  Just  completed  is  a year’s  study  of  structure, 
policy  and  function  which  has  led  to  the  formation 
of  a representative  agenda  committee;  then  recently 
to  a definition  of  the  responsibility  of  the  represen- 
tatives vis-a-vis  their  Monthly  Meetings  and  the 
Quarter;  to  the  decision  to  have  a third  business 
session  during  the  year;  and  currently  to  queries  as 
to  the  nature  and  extent  of  responsibility  and  func- 
tions of  committees  of  and  the  Quarterly  Meeting 
itself. 

Officers  are  Clerk,  Recording  Clerk,  and  Treas- 
urer. Standing  committees  are  Ministry  and  Over- 
sight, Young  Friends  Advisors,  News  Reporter, 
Pacific  Ackworth  School,  Nomination,  and  Continu- 
ing Committee.  This  last  is  made  up  of  representa- 
tives from  each  Monthly  Meeting  who  meet  the  day 
before  sessions  “to  season  and  prepare  items  for 
the  agenda  and  to  make  recommendations  to  each 
plenary  session  for  action  or  referral  for  each  item.” 
All  committees  meet  on  call  the  day  before  and 
submit  reports  in  writing  to  the  Clerk  to  present 
to  the  Continuing  Committee. 

There  are  ad  hoc  committees  appointed  as  needed. 
One  has  been  the  Structure  Committee  which  has 
just  completed  its  work.  Another  recent  one  is  a 
committee  to  consider  relationships  with  the  South- 
ern California  Council  of  Churches.  There  is  a con- 
tinuing connection  to  the  group  of  individual  Friends 
who  are  engaged  in  dialogue  with  members  of  Cal- 
ifornia Yearly  Meeting.  And  there  is  the  1967  PYM 
Arrangements  Committee. 

A treasury  is  supported  by  a collection  of  75 
cents  a year  per  member  of  the  Monthly  Meetings. 

Sessions  are  guests  of  the  Monthly  Meetings  on 
invitation  and  are  held  twice  a year  on  Sundays. 
(The  third  session  will  be  incorporated  into  the 
program  of  the  midwinter  fellowhip  camp.  There  is 
a meeting  for  worship,  an  hour  of  program,  dinner, 
and  meeting  for  business  in  the  afternoon.  Atten- 
dance averages  75  to  100  adults,  includmg  Junior 
and  Young  Friends,  out  of  a constituent  membership 
of  350  adult  members  of  the  Monthly  Meetings,  plus 
40-50  children.  Hospitality  over  Saturday  nights 
for  committee  members  is  in  the  homes  of  local 
Friends.  Sunday  dinner  is  prepared  by  the  host 


meeting  and  each  person  pays  for  his  own.  Child 
care  is  provided  by  the  host  meeting  and  is  paid 
for  by  the  Quarterly  Meeting. 

Junior  Friend  and  Young  Friends  attend  some  of 
the  plenary  sessions  and  meet  some  of  the  time  for 
their  own  discussions.  The  Junior  Friends  have 
advisors  appointed  by  the  Quarterly  Meeting  and 
report  to  the  meeting  for  business  on  their  day’s 
activity.  (It  should  be  noted  that  this  Quarter  has 
a number  of  large  Monthly  Meetings.  In  several 
there  are  active  groups  of  Young  Friends  and  Junior 
Friends  which  meet  the  need  for  continuing  fellow- 
ship for  many  young  peoople.  There  are  no  contin- 
uing regional  activities  for  Junior  Friends.) 

At  the  November  13  session,  following  the  meet- 
ing for  worship  there  v/as  an  hour  with  Margaret 
GilDbons  speaking  on  the  Friends  World  Conference; 
both  were  attended  by  everyone  but  children.  In 
the  meeting  for  business  there  were  reports  from 
the  Monthly  Meetings,  treasurer  and  Nominating 
Committee;  final  report  from  the  Structure  Com- 
mittee; announcement  of  some  plans  for  increasing 
the  dialogue  between  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  and 
California  Yearly  Meeting;  recommendations  on  re- 
lationships with  the  S.  California  Council  of  Church- 
es; requests  for  increased  support  for  the  Friend  in 
Washington  from  the  Monthly  Meetings;  plans  for 
the  Midwinter  Fellowship;  formation  of  Pacific  Ack- 
worth School  Committee;  an  account  of  the  AFSC 
Corporation  meeting;  and  a report  from  the  Junior 
Friends  that  they  had  planned  and  held  a meaning- 
ful discussion  to  their  satisfaction. 

The  principle  purpose  of  this  Quarterly  Meeting 
was  described:  “There  is  an  answer  in  our  Discipline 
and  PYM  minutes.  Concerns  for  the  Yearly  Meeting 
agenda  go  through  the  Quarter;  committees  also  are 
a link  from  the  Monthly  Meeting  to  the  Yearly 
Meeting  committees.  The  more  organization  is  taken 
over  by  the  region  the  more  easy  the  load  of  the 
PYM  Clerk  will  become.” 

NEW  MEXICO  QUARTERLY  MEETING 
Albuquerque,  Las  Vegas,  Santa  Fe 

From  about  1950,  when  the  only  Friends  Meet- 
ings in  New  Mexico  were  in  Santa  Fe  and  Albu- 
querque, these  two  have  met  together  in  November 
and  May,  alternating  as  hosts,  without  any  organ- 
ization or  specific  program  except  to  bring  what 
gifts  all  might  have  to  bear  upon  the  concerns  in 
common.  A few  years  ago  the  New  Mexico  Quarter- 
ly Meeting  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  was  formally 
organized,  in  line  with  the  pattern  developing  in 
other  areas  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  and  with  the 
addition  of  Las  Vegas  Monthly  Meeting  convenes 
each  quarter  with  one  of  its  three  constituent  Meet- 
ings, the  summer  session  being  replaced  by  the 
Yearly  Meeting. 

The  feeling  is  that  they  should  have  as  little 
organization  as  possible,  otherwise,  with  their  small 
numbers,  the  membership  of  Quarterly  Meeting 
committees  would  simply  duplicate  that  of  the 
Monthly  Meeting  committees.  There  is  a Clerk  and 
a Recording  Clerk.  There  is  one  standing  commit- 
tee— Nominating,  made  up  of  the  Clerks  of  the 
Monthly  Meetings  who  stand  ready  to  provide  names 
for  whatever  needs  arise.  There  is  no  budget;  there 
is  money  in  a treasury.  Sessions  are  held  on  Sunday 
and  include  a meeting  for  worhip  and  meeting  for 
business.  The  latter  is  about  1-1V2  hours  long  and 
is  concerned  with  Quarterly  and  Yearly  Meeting 
business.  Out  of  a constituency  of  at  present  58 
adults  the  attendance  averages  20-30.  They  have 
found  some  families  show  up  for  Quarterly  Meeting 
who  do  not  regularly  attend  Monthly  Meeting.  On 
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the  other  hand,  there  are  others  who  are  interested 
in  Monthly  Meetings  but  do  not  go  out  of  town  for 
Quarterly  Meeting.  Saturday  night  hospitality  is 
simply  arranged  l^cause  of  the  few  numbers. 

There  is  no  program  for  children.  Junior  Friends 
come  and  usually  meet  Saturday  afternoon  for  some 
purpose — skating,  horseback  riding,  or  working  on 
a ranch  or  orchard  or  similar  project.  They  will  have 
a discussion  in  the  evening  with  perhaps  an  inter- 
esting person  to  talk  to  them.  They  are  welcome 
at  the  meeting  for  buisness  on  Sunday,  or  they  may 
visit  museums  if  they  prefer.  An  adult  conducts 
their  affairs. 

At  the  session  on  March  5,  1967  Friends  met  in 
Las  Vegas.  Business  included  reports  from  the 
Monthly  Meetings,  discussion  of  sending  help  to 
civilians  in  both  N.  and  S.  Vietnam,  with  decision  to 
send  money  as  individuals,  declaring  ourselves  not 
as  a Meeting.  A proposal  for  a summer  service  pro- 
gram for  Junior  High  students  was  referred  to  the 
Yearly  Meeting. 

The  principal  function  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting 
was  thus  described:  “Our  meetings  are  relatively 
small  in  numbers,  and  the  Quarterly  Meeting  gives 
confidence  to  those  who  need  ‘bolstering.’  The 
Quarterly  Meeting  provides  a step  where  concerns 
can  be  thrashed  on  the  way  to  Yearly  Meetings.” 

PACIFIC  NORTHWEST  QUARTERLY  IVIEETING 

Argenta,  Calgary,  Edmonton  Prepara- 
tive, Eastside,  Tacoma,  University,  Boze- 
man Allowed,  Missoula  Allowed,  Skagit- 
Whatcom  Allowed,  Victoria,  Vancouver 

Our  international  and  farthest-flung  Quarterly 
Meeting  began  in  1948  with  the  joining  together  of 
University,  Victoria,  Vancouver  and  Willamette  Val- 
ley Monthly  Meetings.  It  has  met  three  times  a year, 
alternating  between  Canadian  and  U.S.  meetings. 
In  1958  Willamette  Quarterly  Meeting  was  formed 
and  Oregon  meetings  withdrew. 

The  officers  are  Clerk,  Recording  Clerk,  and 
Treasurer.  Standing  Committees  are  Nominating, 
Peace  and  Social  Order,  Education,  Ministry  and 
Counsel;  they  meet  twice  a year  or  more  often  as 
needed.  There  is  no  budget,  but  money  is  collected 
by  the  Monthly  Meetings,  75c  per  member.  It  is 
spent  as  needed  for  postage,  mimeographing  QM 
minutes,  M & C visiting;  publication  of  an  annual 
membership  directory  (sold  for  75c);  holding  sem- 
inars of  standing  committees;  occasional  help  to 
host  meetings  with  QM  expenses.  Recently  a special 
gift  was  made  to  AFSC  Viet  Nam  work. 

Sessions  are  held  on  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Com- 
mittees meet  Saturday  morning;  meeting  for  busi- 
ness is  Saturday  afternoon  for  2-2^2  hours,  followed 
by  visiting,  dinner — always  a festive  occasion,  and 
an  evening  program.  Meeting  for  Worship  gathers 
Sunday  morning. 

Membership  in  the  Meetings  comprises  318  adults, 
180  adult  attenders,  318  children,  and  a variable 
number  of  Junior  Friends.  Average  adult  attend- 
ance at  QM  is  50. 

Hospitality  overnight  is  in  homes  of  Friends,  and 
this  fellowship  is  an  important  part  of  QM.  Satur- 
day dinner  is  sometimes  potluck,  more  often  pre- 
pared by  a church  or  meeting  group  with  Friends 
paying  for  their  meals. 

Children’s  activities  are  usually  planned  by  the 
host  meeting. 

Junior  Friends’  activities  are  extensive  in  this 
region  and  are  usually  well  attended  by  U.S.  Friends 
cmd  occasionally  by  a few  Canadians.  Six  or  eight 


adults  are  involved  in  their  sessions  together.  They 
have  their  own  officers,  advisors,  hold  regula*  es- 
sions  for  businesss  and  make  regular  reports  to  the 
QM.  They  have  a treasury,  earned  by  such  activi- 
ties as  making,  bottling,  and  selling  cider  on  Octo- 
ber weekends,  and  use  the  money  partly  to  finance 
the  Junior  Yearly  Meeting  and  partly  for  their 
summer  camps.  Their  principal  business  is  arranging 
summer  camps  in  the  Cascades  for  Junior  High  and 
Senior  High  groups;  they  also  arrange  social  eve- 
nings and  weekends  a number  of  times  during  the 
year.  Half-yearly  they  meet  with  Willamette  QM 
Junior  Friends  in  Seattle  in  October,  in  Portland  in 
May.  In  October  50  attended  altogether.  The  Jun- 
ior Friends  QM  is  extremely  important  in  the  im- 
pact it  has  on  the  young  people.  They  are  most 
vitally  interested  in  it  and  greatly  value  the  friend- 
ships they  have  been  making  over  the  years,  ex- 
tending into  the  Yearly  Meeting  as  well  as  the 
wider  northwest  region. 

The  principal  interests  of  the  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing this  year  as  developed  by  the  standing  com- 
mittees have  been:  Education:  a recommendation 
to  the  Monthly  Meetings  that  the  aim  should  be  to 
“teach  a way  of  becoming  whole”  rather  than  em- 
phasizing course  content,  utilizing  creative  arts, 
music,  and  dance,  and  looking  at  everyone  in  the 
meeting  as  teachers  as  the  children  are  met.  A con- 
cern has  arisen  to  consider  relative  values  of  fam- 
ily camps  compared  to  camps  for  special  age  groups, 
and  Education  was  encouraged  to  sponsor  a family 
camp  for  younger  children  next  summer.  Ministry 
and  Counsel  arranged  a two-day  seminar  in  Febru- 
ary in  Seattle  on  “Deepening  Our  Human  Relation- 
ships;” 55  people  attended,  using  dialog  techniques 
for  small  groups  and  dramatization  for  the  whole 
group.  A deeper  level  than  usual  was  reached. 
Peace  and  Social  Order  reflected  the  concerns  com- 
ing from  all  meetings  over  the  war  and  the  ways 
Friends  and  meetings  could  be  more  effective; 
meetings  are  encouraged  to  participate  in  the  grow- 
ing number  of  weekly  silent  vigils. 

The  October  program  was  led  by  two  visiting 
members  of  the  PYM  New  Ways  Committee,  cen- 
tering on  their  work  and  developing  into  a lively 
discussion  of  the  future  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 
Thought  is  being  given  to  a possible  1967  summer 
conference  for  northwest  Friends  unable  to  go  to 
Yearly  Meeting. 

Meeting  for  Worship  gathered  all  ages  together 
on  Sunday  morning,  followed  by  small  group  study 
centering  on  familiar  Bible  stories.  A pickup  lunch 
was  shared  together  before  parting. 

The  principal  function  of  the  QM  is  described 
as  achieving  new  insights  about  things  that  are 
vital  to  the  life  of  Friends’  meetings;  inspiring 
Monthly  Meetings  to  participate  in  QM  programs 
supplementary  to  those  of  PYM;  and,  principally, 
fellowship.  Ploped  for  is  larger  attendance  which 
would  make  these  functions  more  effective.

(The  New  Republic,  noting  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment’s freezing  action,  commented  editorially: 
“While  the  administration  goes  ahead  in  putting 
down  this  modest  effort  by  the  Quakers  to  relieve 
a little  of  the  sufferings  of  war,  the  members  of 
Congress  say  nothing.  The  right  to  dissent  against 
the  war  has  become  too  much  of  an  embarrassment 
for  most  elected  officials  to  publicly  defend.  We 
are  entering  a time  when  it  is  not  only  suspect  but 
unlawful  to  put  out  a helping  hand  to  people  we 
injure  by  mistake.’’) 

A BRSEF  OUTLINE  FOR  SILENT  VIGILS 
to  express  protest  and  sorrow 
for  the  war  in  Vietnam 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  PARTICIPATING 
(the  vigil  itself) 

1.  Feel  free  to  come  when  you  can  and  to  leave 
when  you  must. 

2.  Stand  or  sit  quietly. 

3.  Engage  in  quiet  meditation. 

4.  Avoid  the  use  of  placards  and  signs,  out  of  re- 
spect for  other  participants  who  may  not  share 
your  exact  views. 

5.  Wear  comfortable,  conservative  clothes. 

6.  Keep  the  silence  until  the  appointed  time,  then 
shake  hands  with  and  greet  your  nearest  com- 
panions. 

CONCERNING  RELATIONS  WITH  OTHERS 

7.  Avoid  interfering  with  the  free  movement  of 
passers-by  or  the  activities  of  non-participants. 

8.  Comply  with  the  proper  requests  of  authorities 
concerning  the  placement  of  participants. 

9.  Do  not  answer  to  any  provocation  by  non-par- 
ticipants. 

10.  Refer  questioners  to  a person  handing  out  an 
explanation  sheet. 
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
